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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment to the claim 6 would 
overcome the 112 rejection set forth in the Final Office Action dated 6/3/2005. However, applicant's arguments and amendments of 
9/1/2005 failed to overcome the 103(a) rejection set forth in the Final Office Action for the reasons given below. Cheney '283 discloses 
forwarding the decompressed or uncompressed video on to display without processing by any other units and therefore the output unit is 
directly connected to the DENC 107 of Fig. 4 in order to directly forward the decompressed or uncopressed video on to the display. Only 
direct connection allows such forwarding of the signals to go through. Moreover, the output 1 10 of Fig. 4 indicates an output unit as 
claimed. Moreover, Cheney 743 discloses delivering analog sourced input channel to the internal DENC and. providing a mixed mode 
video set-top box application to support viewing conventional analog channels (Cheney 743 column 11). Therefore, both references 
teach the output unit as claimed. . 
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
